Why Blaine Will Not Do. 

From the Sringfield Republican, 
The leading fact in regard to Blaine as a_prest- 
dential candidate is that bis strength has greatly 
declined since 188@, and still more since 1876. At 
Cincinnati he had at first 285 votes and reached 
351. At Chicago he had about 280, and declined 
upon the Jast baliot but one to 257. Mr. Biaine 
touched high water mark in 1876. From 1876 to 
1880 he did not grow upon the country, although 
he had in the United States Senate a sphere of 
usefulness unequaled by any other American op- 
portunity. Thereisa strong contrast between 
the growing usefulness and indefatigable labors 
of Edmunds during that period and the rather in- 
different attitude of Blaine, who isa man of sur- 
prises, experiment and showy devices rather than 
of labors. 

Blaine’s decline is more visible this year than 
at any time since 1876.. He does not represent 
Opposition to stalwartism, and cannot Carry the 
anti-administration minorities of New York and 
Pennsylvania and other States solid. He is not 
a& practical candidate, because he cannot carry 
the independent vote. One of his supporters 
speaks of his being able to carry 10,000 Irish votes 
in New York. That would be 2 per cent of the 
Democratic vote. For every Irish vote he would 
carry he would lose from three to ten independ- 
ent votes. Mr. Blaine !s popular at Washington, 
and there is tulk of Blaine conferences but the 
Republican party is very cautious of hominating 
men who cannot be elected. Edmunds can be, as 
everybody admits, if any Republican can be. Be- 
sides, the Republican party can discharge its ob- 
ligation to Mr. Blaine and get vastly more enter- 
talument by suvsceribing to his bouk.

ASireular Account of the Battle of 
Kashgil from French Sources. 


The following somewhat apocryphal ac- 
funt of the defeat of Hicks Pacha is pub- 
lished in the Paris Journal-des Debats:‘*The 
latest information whick has reached Cairo 
regarding the disaster of Hicks Pasha’s ar- 
ny is so singular and so very tragic that it 
could at first be hardly believed possible. 
But itis now confirmed by so large a num- 
ber of trustworthy witnesses that it is no 
onger possible to doubt the fact. It was 
wt the Maid: whe conquered Hicks Pasha; 

he jaiter and his men perished in an intest- 
Ine struggic, victims of an terror which threw 
Egyptians againgt Egyptians. Phe Mahdi 
and his bands only took a secondary part in 
the battle. They only arrived in time to in- 
crease the butchery and reap the fruits of 
victory. This is what happened. You 
yew thata conflict had arisen between 
Gen. Hicks and his Egyptian colleague, Alai- 
din Pasha. ‘The first wantea to marci directly 
oki Obeid, the second proposed to follow 
the billy route, a more difficult road, buta 
saler one, and which offered the advantage 
dfalowing the troops tou test during the day 
near the Melbass wells before attacking E! 
Ovid. The rumor was spread that in con-

A RACE OF GIANTS. 


The Most Interesting Collection of Pre- 
historic Bones Ever Made in America. 
From the Athens (Ga.) Banner-Watctiman. 


J. B. Toomer has received a letter from 
Mr. Haz'eton, whois on a visit to Garters- 
ville. ‘The letter contained several heads 
made of bone and gave an interesting ac- 
count of the opening ofa large Indian mound 
near that town by a eommittee of scientists 
sent out from the Smithsonian Institute. 
After removing the dirt for some distance a 
layer of large flagstones was found, which 
had evidently been dressed by hand and 
showed that the men who had quarried this 
rock understood their business. These 
stones were removed, when in a kind of 
vault beneath them the skeleton of a giant, 
that measured seven feet two inches, was 
found. His hair was coarse and jet black 
and hung to the waist, the brow being orna- 
mented with a copper crown. The skeleton 
was remarkably well preserved and taken 
from the vault intact. 

Near this skeleton were found the podies 
of several children of various sizes. The 
remains of the latter were covered with 
beads, made of bone of some kind. Upon 
removing these the bodies were fvund to be 
enciosed in a net-work of straw or reeds and 
beneath this was a covering of the skin of 
some animal. In fact, the bodies had been 
prepared somewhat after the manner of 
mummies and will doubtless throw new life 
on the history of a people who reared these 
mounds. Upon the stones that covered the 
vault were carved inscriptions, which if de- 
ciphered wiil probably lift the veil that has 
enshrouded the history of the race of giants 
that undoubtedly at one time inhabited this 
continent. 

All the relics were carefuily packed and 
forwarded to the Smithsonian Institute and 
are said to be the most interesting collection 
ever found in America. The explorers are 
now at work on another mound in Bartow 
County.

Modern Critical Explanation of the 
Apparent Miracle at Beth-Horon., 
‘From Notes and Queries. 


Asthis has again become a subject of 
ome discussion, perhaps it may interest 
vour readers to remind them that the first 
person to suggest the interpretation of an 
extraordinary refraction causing the sun and 
mvon apparently to remain above the hori- 
zon longer than usual was Spinoza, in the 
second chapter of his ‘‘Tractatus Theologico- 
Politicus.” Spinoza, whose object was to 
dispenss with the necessity for a miractie, 
confuses the refraction of the rays of light 
by the atinosphere with their dispersion or 
scattering, and assumes that the appearance 
was strictly similar to such prolongations of 
daylight as we have witnessed in the recent 
g »rgeous sunsets. Some late writers (e. g., 
the tate Rev. ‘T. Milner, in his ‘‘Astronomy 
and Scripture,’”’) have supposed that there 
really was an abnormal refraction which 
kept the sun (supposed to be near _ its set- 
ting) apparently above the horizoa for some 
time longer than usual. 

A consideratiou, however, of the position 
of the site of the battle and its vicinity 
shows that any idea of this kind is untenabie 
as well as unnecessary. Beth-horon is to the 
northwest of Gibeon, sothat the sun must 
have been in the southeast, and the time or 
day the early morning. It was the prolonga- 
tion of darkness, not of daylight, that was 
desired, and this is evident from all the cir- 
cumstances mentioned in the narrative. The 
Hebrew word transiated “Stand thou stili,”’ 
uvans literaily “ve thou silent,” and the 
object of Joshua’s prayer was that the sun 
might not shine out over Gibeon, where it was 
jast about to rise, or the moon, where it had 
jast been seen nearly setting in the West, 
over the vailey of Ajalon, but that the 
gathering tempest migit so overcioud the 
heaveus as to obscure the landscape and give 
advantage to the attacking force of. Israel- 
ites. ‘nis has been dweit upon by the Rev. 
A. Sinythe Palmer in the current numberof 
the Church Quarterly Review; but the Rev. 
T. Pelham Dale (who had bimse.f written 
an article taking the same view in the Chris- 
tian Advocate for 1871) points out in the 
number of the Church Times for the 8th 
instant that it seems to have been first no- 
ticed by the late Henry F, A. Pratt, M. D., 
in his *‘Genealogy of Creation” published in 
1861. Dr. Pratt there says (p. 206): 

“It bas Deen seen that Joshua’s plan was a 
night attac«c and that he marched ail night 
to accomplish it, and here is gathered the 
first clew towards discovering, through what 
was required, what must have actually taken 
piace, ior having marched all night he would 
necessarily not reach Gibeon until daybreak 
or so Close upon the dawn as to make it only 
too probable that his plan would fail through 
the absence of the darkness necessary to its 
success. 

‘The words, then, of prayer afterwards in- 
corporated with many other pieces into the 
poetical book of Jasher were: 

“et the sun be silent over Gibeon, 

Aud the moon in the valiey of Ajalon!” 
the word “silent,”’ when applied to the sun, 
meaning ‘“‘not to shine.” And the end of 
verse 13 is literaily rendered by Dr. Pratt: 
‘he sun remained iu the clouds of the 
heavens and shone not on arising as (on) an 
ordinary day.” The dark tempest was fol- 
lowed, as we all know, by a tremendous hail- 
storm, Which completed the destruction of 
the routed Amorites,

Tiller was taken to the turnkey’s desk, and after 
his visitors had compieted their business he was 
sent back to cell No. 10, which is located at the 
east end of the holdover adjoining the kitchen 
and commanding a view of the huldover. These 
visits and a thorough reading of the morning 
papers were all the amusements he had to-day.

A Belligerent Bar-HKeeper Knocked Out by 
a Grand Opera House Official.

THE FAST MAIL. 


St. Louis Business Men Unanimous in Their 
- Desire for Such a Boon. 

“T have an idea that this fast mafi train which 
Chicago is blowing about just now is not going to 
be permanent,” said a well-posted geutleman this 
morning to ‘a PostT-DISPATCH reporter. “It is 
well known that Postmaster-General Howe was 
very anxious to start such a train, but that the 
existence of the pool prevented him, The Chica- 
go, Burlington and Quincy got outof the pool, 
and that enabled the postai authorities to carry 
out the project previously considered. 1 be- 
lieve, though, that the pool wil) be again 


formed. and that when this is done the tast mail 
train scheme will fali through.’ 

in the course of a walk on the floor of the Ex- 
ee the reporter met a number of prominent 
members who were very ouispoken in their criti- 
cism of a policy which gave Chicago the exclusive 
enjoyment over other great Western. cities of a 
sysiem of fast transportation of mails,parceis and 
passengers. Theopinion was very freela and 
emphatically expressed that ifthe intention was 
to establish a transcontinental fast mail line, a 
central rather than a northern route should have 
been selected. As, however, the route along the 
portherh part of the country had been chosen,the 
postal authorities ought to be ready to give 
those places not directly benefited by the fast 
line such connections with it as. would improve 
theirmaut facilities. Very favorable comment 
was made upon the clear statement by Postmast- 
er Hays of the simple method by which, with a 
Wabash train tapping the fast train at Toledo, 
St. Louis bankers and business men generally 
would reccive their Eastern mail as early as 
those in Chicago do, and the hope was expressed 
that the Post Office pou would do something in 
the matter,or that, if they did not take immediate 
steps in the direction of the desired improvement, 
they would be requested to do so. 

President D. R. Francis, said that he thought it 
was decidediv wrong that the rival city of Chica- 
go should be given such a great advantage as was 
derived from the fast mail. He believed that a 
central route for a_ transcontinental line 
passing through st. Louis would be 
the best, and he hoped that before very 
long such a line would be established. He had 
conversed with a great many of the members of 
the Exchange, and they were of the same way of 
thinking on the subject. 

Mr.Frapk Gaiennie said that the advantages to 
be derived from a fast mail train were so great 
that St. Louis ought to begin stirring at once in 
the matter and Keep stirring until she geis one. 
Such a traiv brought letters, parcels and people 
to the city faster by a day, actually, taking into 
consideration the tact that the day is lost to trav- 
elers who axrive in a place too late to pursue their 
journey, and as long as this was the case St, Louis 
wotlld have to lose much business to the ad- 
Vantage of Chicago. Mr. Garennie said that in the 
matter of drafts with bills of lading attached, the 
late arrival of the St. Louis mail was of very 
grave iinportance. Thousands of dollars’worth ot 
business was being dope in this way daily and 
the loss through the delay of mail was in the 
course of a year enormous, Of very great import- 
ance, too, Was the prestige Chicago gained as the 
western point through which the fast mail train 
passed. 

Mr. J. T. Bireh, cashier of the Laclede Bank, 
said that he wished the city could have direct fast 
mail connections with the East like Chicago; 
saying that he certainly wanted to see the idea 
thrown out by Pospmaster Hays of a fast line be- 
tween here and Toledo carried out. At present 
the mail brings letters to this city just a few hours 
too late for their contents to be used in the busi- 
ness of the day. “If we could get a mail which 
would enable us to get checks in- 
to the clearing house it would be very 
advantageous,” he said, “sofar as regards the 
quick receipt of bills of lading with drafts at- 
tached. 1 do not think that is of so much impor- 
tance, as the grain always arrives some time be- 
hind the bill of lading.” 


A BEMABRBKABLE WOMAN. 


Death of Mrs. Margaret O'Grady at the 
Age of 102 Years and 7 Months. 

Mrs. Margaret O’Grady, a centenarian, died in 
this city last Saturday evening. She would have 
been 103 years old had she lived until the 15th of 
August. She was a very remarkable woman, 
never having had aday’s sickness until she was 
attacked bv the illness that carried her off. She 
retained all her senses to the last. Her maiden 
name was Bradshaw and she was a native of 


Ireland, having been born in Upper Church, 
County of Tipperary. She came to is in 
the year 1849. The death took place at the resi- 
dence of her third youngest son, Mr. Martin 
O’Grady, No. 516 Ewing avenue. She had beén in 
the habit of attending mass at5 o’clock every 
Sunday morning, aud attended forsthe last time a 
week ago yesterday. She was ill for two days 
only. The night she died she _ received 
the last rites of the church, and even 
walked about the house for awhile. The 
funeral took place at 12 0’clock to-day from St, 
Madchi’s Church to Calvary Cemetery. Father 
Zeigier officiated. The old lady walked about 
until the last two days before her death. She 
could thread a cambric needle with the assistance 
of her spectacies, and was in the habit of per- 
forming many housebold duties which were woun- 
derful in their way.

104. Her brother is now living at the age of 98.

SUIT ON A NOTE. 


And a Decision Which Will Particularly In- 
terest Commercjal Travelers. 

A case involving a point of law of especial in- 
terest to con.mercial tourists was decided by 
Judge Thayer this morning in the case of Emer- 
soy Rhodes against W. L. La Beaume’s admin- 
istrator. It appears that La Beaume, while trav- 
eling in Texas, executed his promis- 


sory note on June 13, 1871. It 
natured Novemper 1, 1871. La Beaume 
claimed to bea Missourian by birthand never 
acknowledged his tome to be elsewhere than in 
this State. The evidence in the case showed that 
he wasin Kansas November 1, 1871, when the 
pote feli due, but that he returned to Ralls Coun- 
ty, his home, in February, 1872. Subsequent 
to this he made his home in St. Louis, that 1s he 
lived here when nvt out on the road 
on busivess. The present suit 
against his adminisprator December 9th, 1882, 
Judge Thayer heid that the statute of limitations 
was abar tothe suit. “The statute makes it 
necessary that the devtor should not only depart 
trom but that he should reside out of the State to 
| avoid the bar of the statute. lt is set- 
tled that the word ‘residence’ is not used 
pin the same servse 1s ‘domicile,’ and that a man 
be domiciled in Missouri and have a residence 
elsewhere.—43 Mo., 499. Nevertheless, it seems 
paradoxical to say that a traveling man, domi- 
ciled in this State, who leaves the city at intervals 
and is absent for a few weeks, or even months, 
traveling from town io town in three or four 
States, has a residence during such intervals 
out of the State. Itis not denied thatthe de- 
ceased would have been entitled to the benefit of 
the statute had he beena married man and ieft 
his family here during his business trips. ‘Lt 
seems eminenily proper to me to apply the same 
rule 10 this case, although the deceased was not 
a bousekeeper.” Judgment was accordingly 
given in favor of his administrator.
